The Commisstoners find that the 
cause of the disaster’ was excessive 
speed and that the train was travell- 
mg nt 35 miles per. hour when the 
derailment occurred, whereas the 
permitted speed for the section was 
20 miles per hour,

organisation of o fire-sctting squad 
to harass the Japancse army. 

le added that the Japancse had 
executed 32 Chinese Communists. 
However many more still remained 
in Hankow, especially In the French 
Concession hide-outs. 

General Morioka estimated there 
were 300,000 Chincsc refugees, ine 
cluding Chackow refugees, who were 
providing thelr own food. However, 
at Wuchang and Hangyang, the re- 
fugees' were very . poor, ond the 
Japanese army was feeding them. 

Japanese ofMfcials, he said, were 
encournging the people ‘to return to 
their former residences cand busle 
nesses in accordance with ‘the 
Japanese desire for the restoration of 
normal trade. However, he said, if 
they refuse to return, the Japancse 
forces wlll remove the refugees from 
the special districts. 

The Japanese authoritics were 
Issuing certificates to penceful re- 
sidents and they now expected the 
return of the Chinese population to 
be complete in two weeks. 


CLEARING THE RIVER 


General Morioka sald that the 
Japanese authoritics relterated many 
times: that the Yangtse is still very 
dangerous to trafic. However, the 
authorities were doing their utmost 
to clear the river. 

He sald it was impossible to give 
an approximate date for the opening 
of the river. ‘ 

Questioned us to the - Japanese 
plans for the capture of the whole of 
Canton-Hankow raiiwhy, Gen- 
Morloka ‘said: “If necessary, 
yes, we shall do that, since the 
Jnpanese intend to fight until Chiang 
Kaleshek surrenders, which he gives 
no sign of doing at the present.” 

He said that the purpose of the 
rapprochement between the Kuomin- 
tang and {he Communists was for 
“mutunl utilisation”. However, a 
severe Internnl split and disunity 
had‘been revealed by documents dis- 
covered in Hankow — since the 
Japanese occupation. 

He concluded: “There are no 
signs of peace yet, The final ssuc 
depends on the complete and 
thorough chastlsement of Chiang 
Kai-shek's Government.” — Unitcd

reformed League of Nations ond a 
new system of collective security, 


A permanent international or- 
gonisation, with a permanent _stand- 
ng committee, not just no League 
Council meeting three or four times 
o year and shirking responsibility, 
must be set up continually to discuss 
and rectify injustices ond prevent 
further wars of aggression. 

To achieve the new. world of 
justice and peace means hard work, 
honest thinking and sincere, unselfish, 
service, not only {n our individual 
lives but in all our social, political 
and International relationships. This 
is the greatest challenge that comes 
to youth and to Christianity to-day. 
The world's future and our own 
future depends on how we mett that 
challenge.

TALK WITH CHIANG 


British Ambassador In 
Special Interview, 


: Chungking, Nov. 17. 

The | Britlsh . Ambassador, Sir 
Archibald Clark Kerr, received the 
United Press correspondent at on 
exclusive interview this aiternoon 
after his first round of calls on high 
Chinese officials here, 

Answering the  correspondent’s 
questions, the Ambassador sald he 
had two long talks with Chiang 
Kal-shek in Hunan. However, the 
old rumour of offering mediation in 
the Slno-Japanese conflict was 
absolutely groundicss, even the 
London report that Chiang Kal-shelc 
had asked Britain through him to 
tpply sanctions agalnst the Japanese 
was untrue, . 

Discussing the Fur East after the 
Japanese occupation of Canton, the 
isolation of Hongkong and the pos- 
sibility of Hongkong losing im- 
portance as a centre of British trade 
in the Far East, the Ambassador said, 
commercially Hongkong had recelved 
only a temporary setback, such as 
bad been met with In British trade 
in other parts of China. Ie regarded 
the present situatlon nas oa passing 
one. ; 

Questioned on the widespread im- 
pression throughout China that the 
Jipanese Innding in Bins Bay wus 
made with the tacit understanding of 
the British, the Ambassador sald, 
this wns a malicious falsehood and 
omcial notifiention of the Japanese 
to attack South China was not made 
to the forelzn Powers until n few 
hours before. the attack began. 

Questioned on the Japanese re- 
fusal to open the Yangtse, the Am- 
bassador expressed surprise and re- 
Rret, He sald the opening of this 
important waterway was essential 
to the maintennnce of the open door 
to which his Government, in_com- 
mon with the American and French 
Governments, held to be of the high- 
est importance. 

Questioned on his general impres- 
sion of his present.trip, specially the 
morale on the Chinese side, the Am- 
bassador sald he conceived the high- 
est nodmiration ‘for the Chinese 
people. He was greatly impressed 
by thelr fortitude and could see no 
signs of any wavering in the will

Giving judgment for  plaintif—_s 
with costs, His Lordship said: I 
think there is substance in the point 
taken by Mr. Macnamara that. the 
tenants, having admittedly occupied 
the premises in a way which was 
a breach of the law, could not rely 
on that bteach to convert the place— 
which was essentially a shop—into a 
domestic dwelling.

TRAIN DISASTER 
INQUIRY 


KINGSTON. 

The Commission which has’ been 
inquiring into Jamaica’s worst rail~ 
way diseaster, which occurred on 
July 30 near Balaclava, 70 miles 
from here, has published Its findings. 

A train carrying 200 passengers 
was wreelked in a deep cutting. One 
engine was pulling und another 
pushing. and the first engine was 
derailed. The second engine con- 
tinued driving coach after coach into 
the rocky wall of the cutting. More 
than 60 passengers were killed. 

The Commissioners find that the 
cause of the disaster was excessive 
speed and that the train was travell- 
img at 35 miles per hour when the 
derailment occurred, whereas the 
permitted speed for the section was 
20 miles per hour.

Over 77,000 lost their lives in 
the terrible Messina disaster of 
December 28, 1908, Twenty- 
four thousand were killed in 
another Italian earthquake on 
January 18, 1915. The terrible 
Japanese earthquake of Septem- 
ber 1, 1928 claimed 99,474 lives. 
In the 1984 Formosan disaster, 
2,471 people lost their lives and 
50,000 were rendered homeless. 

India is in the danger zone for 
earthquakes and has received 
frequent visitations of a dis- 
agtrous nature. The famous 
Assam earthquake of 1897 was 
violently felt over the largest 
part of India, 2,600 people being 
killed in Shillong. 

Fight years later, India 
shook in the great April, 1906 
earthquake, when 20,000 lives 
were lost. This earthquake was 
felt over an area estimated at

HAT was Germany's 
former standing as a 
Colonial Power? Where were 
her colonies? What did they 
produce? How have they de- 
veloped under mandatory ‘rule? 


Now that the Colonial issue is 
likely to come to the forefront, 
these questionsare being every- 
where asked. In the next “few 
months the destiny of the ex- 
German _ territories scattered 
over Africa, Australasia, the 
South Sea Islands, and the Far 
East will occupy the attention of 
statesmen. 


Before the war Germany 
ranked third among the Colonial 
Powers. The three great na- 
tions of Western Europe excr- 
cised dominion over these’ areas: 
Great Britain 11,460,000 square miles 


France 4,223,000 square miles 
Germany 1,131,000 square milcs 


To-day there are no German 
colonies, ‘They haye been split 
up among the British Empire, 
France, Belgium, and Japan. 


Most of the German _ terri- 
tories were acquired around 1884 
and 1885. That was at the 
height of the international race 
for colonies. 


In 1914, while the German 
colonies were peopled by 15,000,- 
000 natives, the German popula- 
tion itself in them was only 18,- 
500. 


Let us take a look at these 
vast ex-German possessions. ° 


German East Africa 
ERE, in the language 
of estate agents, is a 
choice property, now known as 
Tanganyika, situate between 
Kenya on the north and Portu- 
guese Enst Africa on the south. 
Held under British mandate. 


Formerly comprising 384,000 
square miles, cessions of land to 
Belgium and Portugal have re- 
duced it to 360,000 square miles. 


Population in 1914 was 7,600,- 
000, including 5,000 Europeans 
and 13,000 Asiatics. To-day the 
Europeans have increased to 
9,000, Asiatics to 82,000. 


“German East” was not a pro- 
fitable investment. Expendi- 
ture in 1912 was £1,800,000, with 
only £624,000 coming back to the 
Imperial ‘coffers. Now the 
wealth of the country. has multi- 
plied. Last ycar on a £2,000,000 
Budget there was a surplus of 
£19,000. 


Trade, too, has made big 
strides in 20 years. In 1910 
imports were £1,900,000 and ex- 
ports just over £1,000,000—ncar- 
ly.a million to the bad. In 1936 
the imports had grown to £3,- 
360,000 and oxports to £4,600,- 
eee £3,860,000 on the right 
side. ;

German South-West 
oA DREARY and de- 
solate region which 
seems likely to prove of little 
value,” wrote a pessimistic 
traveller in 1899. All the same, 
there’s money in it. The Union 
of South Africa runs this colony 
of 318,000 square miles, with its 
1,000-miles coastline. 


In 1912 for every £ Germany 
sent South-West Africa she got 
about seven shillings back. 
Things were much better than 
that two years ago. Here is the 


1936-37 Budget: Receipts, £648,- 


000; expenditure, £759,000. 


A £600,000 adverse trade 
balance had been converted (ac 
cording to the latest returns) 
into a surplus of well over £1,- 
000,000. Diamonds form a 
large share of the export trade, 
which also includes animals for 
slaughter, meat, hides and skins, 
and butter. One valuable posses- 


sion is the deposits of vanadium, 


used for steel alloys. 

More than 400 miles of new 
railways and 700 milega of motor 
roads have been added since the 
Germans left. South-West Africa 
also takes a small share of Bri- 
tish goods. Two years ago 50 
per cent. of its imports came 
from Germany; only 20 per cent. 
from Britain.

The Cameroons 
OST impressive fea- 
ture in the landscape 
is ‘the active volcano, Mount 
Cameroon, the only African 
mountain to be washed by the 
sen, This 13,000ft. giant stands 
in British territory, for the Ger- 
man Cameroons, 191,000 square 
miles, were divided into British 
and French mandates. Britain 
took 34,000 square miles—a 
strip on the north-west, adjoin- 
ing Nigeria. 

A hot, rainy, mountainous, 
rather uncomfortable land—the 
least developed of all the Ger- 
man colonies. To-day there are 
only 320 Europeans in the Bri- 
tish part, among 780,000 natives, 
They do a nice trade in cocoa, 
rubber, palm kernels, palm oil— 
and lately in bananas, and ex- 
panding industry. 

The Camcroons, too, was a 
costly jewel in the Imperial 
crown. Consider the Budget of 
1912—receipts, £316,000; cx 
penditure, £882,000. There is 
still a deficit—though not so bix. 
Revenue in the small British 
section in 1936 was £94,000 and 
expenditure £121,000—out of 
pocket, £20,000. 


Togoland 
MONG the German 
_** colonies, Togoland was 
the ewe lamb. It was a model 
estate, self-supporting, -peaceful, 
not asking for any subsidjes—no 
trouble at all. 

A queer sort of land—running 
845 miles into the interior, yet 
with a coast line of only 82 miles. 
It ran to 83,700 square miles, but 
now itis split up into British 
and French mandates. Our 
portion is a narrow ribbon of 
13,000 square miles adjoining, 
and administered by, the Gold 
Coast, 

The principal trade is done in 


-palm kernels, palm oil, and cocoa, 


but it is difficult to estimate the 
growth of commerce since Ger- 
man times, as complete British 
statistics are not published,

New Guinea 


. UE mandate of German 
New Guinea, along 
with the Bismarck Archipelago, 
and the Solomon Islands, was - 
granted after the war to Aus- 
tralin—and the development in 
New Guinea since then has been 
remarkable. Of all.the ex-Ger- 
man colonies none other has 
made so much progress. 


The German portion of this 
still largely unknown island was 
90,000 square miles, with a na- 
tive population of about half a. 
million. In 1910 imports were 
£194,000, exports £181,000, In 
1986 Australian enterprise had 
increased trade more than ten- 
fold. Exports stood at £2,600,- 
000; imports at ..£1,400,000, 
letving a nice favourable bal- - 
ance, 


Coconut is by far the principal 
crop, and the yield of this and 
other products, such. as coffee, 
cocoa, and rubber, has been en- 
ormously increased by scientific 
methods of cultivation. 


‘In 1914 there were 84,000 


acres of plantations.” Two years 
ago there were 484,000 acres. 
The bulk of the trade is done 
with Australia, with Britain tak- 
ing second place. In 1936-36 
this country sold the territory 
goods worth £184,000. 


.Out in the Pacific, mere dots 
on the atlas, are the Marshall 
Islands, the Marianne Islands, 
the Caroline Islands, and the 
island of Pelew. Japan holds 
these mandates. 


Far East 
GERMANY’S only Far 
Eastern possession 
was Kino-chow, wrested from 
China in 1897 as reparation for 
the murder of two° of her mis- 
sionarics. Later, by agreement, 
it was leased to Germany for 99 
years. Japan took it over dur- 
ing the war, handed it to China 
afterwards, and is now wrang- 

ling over it. 

Finally, and this is the limit 
of German possessions before 
the war, there were the Samoan. 
Islands and little Nauru. 


. In 1914 the Samoan Islands 
were occupied by New Zealand, 
and at the end of the war the 
mandate was awarded to that. 
Dominion. There is always a 
surplus in the small but healthy | 
Budgot of happy Samoa. The 
equally healthy conditions of the.

ANY articles of clothing or 

household goods are ruined or 

prevented from being “best” by an 

_ ugly stain which just won't wash out 
in the ordinary way. 

To remove coffer stains, the article 
should be first rubbed gently with a 

ttle glycerine, then it should be 
rived in tepid water and ironed on 
the wrong side with « medium hented 
fron until it is dry. 

Do not use hot water for cocou 
atains, but sponge immediately with 
cold. Ten stains are best removed 
by steeping. the stained article in 
borax und water, * 

“Vor a fruit-stain, apply powdered 
starch instantly, allowing it to remain 
until it has absorbed: the discolora- 
tion, then brush off and wash. Some- 
_times salt and lemon juice bring out 
the stain, but if it is an old one, rub 
lard or glycerine over it and allow to 
stand for an hour, after which boll- 
ing water must be poured through. 

For a very obstinate one, ..chloride 
of Ume dissolved in water is very 
effective. 

Grease can be removed by washing 
in borax and water, but if the article 
is wot washable, apply powdered 
french chulke and hold the material 


over a hot Iron, The heat will melt 


the grease and the chnoik absorb it, 
Rub off the chalk with/a Inen rag. 

If wine Is spilt on linen, the stained 
portion should be held In boiling milk 
until the spot disappears, then wash- 
ed in sonp and water; or if this is not 
effective try salt and lemon Juice.

Make Difference 


Berlin, Nov. 17. 

German foreign trade returns for 
October include for the first time 
imports and .exports- of the newly 
incorporated Sudetenland so that, as 
was to be expected, exports from the 
customs’ territory of Greater Ger- 
many Increased more than imports, 
since the Sudctenland - has always 
been o heavy exporter, whereas after 
the anschluss with Austria: which was 
a heavy importer, exactly the oppo- 
site development of the German trade 
balance was observed. 


By comparison with September 
exports including the Sudetenland 
rose by 48.4 million*Reichsmarks to 
490.2 mililon relchsmarks, while im- 
ports of 526.3 million reichsmarks 
was only 33.7 millions higher than in 
September, 


The import surplus of 50.0 million 
Relchsmarks tn September therefore 
declined to an import surplus of 36.1 
million relchsmarks In October. 

If the Austrian figures arc left out 
of account the trade balance of the 
old Reich, Including the Sudetenland, 
surplus in October of 
only .8.8..million. Relchsmarks. 

The Increase of imports in October 
was mainly duc to an increased im- 
port from Europcan countries to an, 
extent of 20.7 milllon relchsmarks, 
while of the other continents Africa, 
and Asia also increased their exports

India is in the danger zone for 
earthquakes and has received 
frequent visitations of a dis- 
astrous nature.

The former German colonies are ruled invided 
mandate. What is a mandatc?. It is an order 
from the League of Nations entrusting a State with 
the governance of another people—in other words, 
the post-war alternative to the outright annexation 
of colonies. 

The award of the pinedatse was decided after 
the war by the Supreme Council of the Allics, and 
the Mandatory Powers—that is those administering 
the territories—have to render an account of their 
stewardship to the Permanent _Mandates Com- 
mission of the League. 

The Mandatory Power is a trustee rather than 
a proprictor. Its authority—-exercised on behalf of 
the Lengue—is conferred solely with a view to - 
‘securing the well-being of the inhabitants of the 
territory concerned. 

The inhabitants of a mandated territory do not 
automatically become subjects of the country hold- 
ing the mandate. They are given diplomatic pro- 

- tection abroad and may become naturalised sub- 
jects. Otherwise they are steoely:e persons protected 
under mandate.

In 1912 for every £ Germany 
sent South-West Africa she got 
about seven shillings back.

A £600,000 adverse trade 
balance had been converted (ac- 
cording to the latest returns) 
into a surplus of well over £1,- 
000,000.

In the House of Commons to-day 
the Prime Minister was questioned on 


the position of Sir Horace Wilson, the. 
civil servant who accompanied him, |- 


together with Foreign Office officials 
on his visit to Germany in September. 


“He said that since 1935 Sir Horace 
Wilson had been seconded to the 
Treasury for service to the Prime 
Minister and the First Lord, and he 
went on to recall the constitutional 
tradition of anonymity in the per- 
formance of their duty by Crown scr- 
vants, adding it to be contrary to 
public interest If the practice grew up 
of secking to Identify individual civil 
servants with particular actions, or 
particular developments of policy.—-

It was with the capture of 
Hengyang in their northward drive 
{n 1926 that the Natlonal Re- 
volutionary Forces commanded by 
General Chiong Kai-shek were able 
to push swiftly along the Canton- 
Hankow railway und take Changsha 
and the Wuhan cities in a very short 
period. The opposing forces under 
General Wu Pel-fu abandoned 
Changsha after the occupation of 
Hengyang by the revolutionary army.

32 EXECUTIONS ON HANKOW 


Hankow, Nov. 17. 

General Morioka, chief of staff of 
the special Intelligence Service in an 
interview to-day sald that the 
Japanese authorities were not de- 
manding the Hankow populatlon to 
recoristruct the Government. If they 
wanted to reorganise the Government 
they could do so immediately, other- 
wise regonstruction will “be delayed 
if the civilluns are still . afraid to 
return to the city. 

Answerlng questions concerning 
the activities of Chinese guerillas in 
Hankow, particularly in connection 
with the recent fires, General 
Morioka said it wos not definitely 
established that Chinese guerilla 
troops -caused all of the disrupting 
acts 

However, he had ascertained that 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, 
before his retreat, had. ordered. the 
organisation of .a fire-setting squod 
to harnss the Japanese army. °- 

“He added that the Japanese had 
executed 32 Chinese Communists. 
However many. more still remained 
in Hankow, especially In the French 
Concession hide-outs. 

General Morioka estimated there 
were 300,000 Chinese refugees, In- 
cluding Chaokow refugees, who were 
providing thcir own food. However, 
at Wuchang and Hangyang; the re- 
fugees were very poor, and the 
Japanese army wus feeding them. 

Japanese officiais, he said, were 
encouraging the people’ to return_to 
their former residences and busi= 
nesses in accordance with the 
Japanese desire for the restoration of 
normal trade. However, he said, if 
they refuse to return,.the Japanese 
forces will remove the refugees from 
the special districts. 

The Japanese authorities were 
Issuing certificates to peaceful re- 
sidents and they now expected the 
return of the Chinese population to 
be complete in two weeks.
